Fare Boost 


A growing Peninsula campaign 
against proposed commute fare rate 
increases by the Southern Pacific 
railroad will be carried into Menlo 
Park, it was disclosed yesterday. 

H. R. Whiting of 1187 Middle ave- 
nue, commuter and member of a 
Mn Francisco law firm, said he 
would ask the Menlo Park city 
council at its meeting Sept. 27 to 
give its support to the rate battle. 

Whiting already has made sim- 
ilar proposals to the San Mateo 
county board of sypervisors and 
the city council of Redwood City, 
which have them under advice- 
ment, 

Whiting said he hoped “others will 
appear with me” at the council 
meeting Tuesday night. He said he 
does not represent an organization, 
‘eat feels that he is pressing a mat- 
ter that affects the commuting 
public. 

He said his proposal is that local 
government bodies on the Peninsula 
“unite in a metropolitan movement 
to gain strength to battle against 
commute fare increases.” 

Besides adopting resolutions of 
opposition to the requested increas- 
cs, he would have local governments 
provide funds to retain rate experts 
@- prepare a case against the pro- 
posed boost. 

A written statement by Whiting 
urges the council to “take action

County Officials 
Promise Relief 
Of School Hazard 


San Mateo county officials Wed- 
resday night promised prompt ac- 
tion toward relieving traffic haz- 
ards for school children of the Rav- 
enswood district who must cross or 
walk along Willow road on their 
way to school. 

The action was taken at a meet- 
ing at Willow school, called by Mrs. 
James Watkins’ committee for child 
safety and was attended by repre- 
sentatives of the San Mateo county 
board of supervisors, the state high- 
way division and District Attorney 
Louis Dematteis. 

Jerry O’Shea, assistant district 
traffic engineer of the division of 
highways, said that the proper pro- 
cedure for getting a crossing guard 
to conduct school children across 
the street consisted of having the 
school board write a request to the 
county board of supervisors, who in 
turn wculd have the highway de- 
partment ascertain whether or not 
the number of children using the 
crossing was large enough to war- 
rant hiring a guard. 

Fifty per cent of state highway 
patrol speed fines in the county are 
available by state law for paying 
such guard, he added. 

Members of the audience sharply 
criticized county officers for turn- 
ing down a request for a crossing 
guard at Newbridge avenue and Wil- 
lcw road which was submitted to 
them last week by the Ravenswood 
school district board of trustees and 
60 petitioners.

School Board Moves Toward Easing 
Overcrowding; Church Rooms Obtained 


Easing of overcrowding in Menlo 
Park elementary schools was brought 
nearer as result of three actions 
taken at a board of trustees meet- 
ing Monday night: 

1. Trustees arranged to use two 
assembly rooms at the _ recently- 
completed Menlo Park First Baptist 
church for pupils at Fremont school, 
situated across Arbor road from the 
church building. 

2. The board voted to ask the 
county board of supervisors to 
sell the final $100,000 in school 
district bonds in order to com- 
plete payment for Hillview school 
now under construction on Santa 
Cruz avenue and to create a build- 
ing fund for next year. 

3. Architect Arthur Janssen was 
asked to suggest the best means of 
meeting next year’s needs by use of 
the new building fund to expand 
Hillview school. The fund is esti- 
mated to be from $50,000 to $60,000 
after payment for current Hillview 
construction. 

Arrangements to use facilities in 


the Baptist church were completed 
after the congregation, in a special 
business meeting Sunday, agreed 
unanimously to permit use of two 
church essembiy rooms for school 
classes. 

E. W. Carlson of the board of 
deacons said the church was “glad 
to be of help to the schools” and 
will rearrange its own schedule for 
using the rooms. 

School Superintendent Mel 

Homfeld said that by close of 

school this afternoon, the change- 

over will be in effect. The second 
and third grades of Hillview, now 
meeting at Fremont afternoons, 
will have full time sessions in the 
church. He said this will elimin- 
ate the double sessions at Fremont. 

In addition, the Fremont seventh 
grade will be moved to Central 
school, and the Hillview and Fre- 
mont fourth grades will be com- 
bined into one room at Fremont. 

The board at its meeting Monday 
night also authorized a call for bids 
for a new, 30-passenger school bus. 


MP Building Surges Again; $205,000

The decision was reached after the 
planners read protest petitions sign- 
ed by 37 ‘property owners in the 
area and listened to verbal protests. 

Mrs. Jakobsen, 1325 Johnson ave- 
nue, pointed out that the front part 


;;of her property lies in a residential 


zone in which a house may be built 
on a 5000 square-foct lot, but that 
the rear portion of the lot is zoned 
for 20,000 square-foot sites. 

She stated that rezoning to al- 
low construction of two houses 
would be “spot zoning,” but that 
in this case “spot zoning” was 
preferable to allowing the land to 
fall into disuse. 

It was her contention that her 
Johnson avenue property was no 
longer in an estate area, and that 
the addition of small dwellings would 
not decrease the value of adjacent 
property. 

Those present to protest rezoning 
were led by Marcus Glaser of 1340 
Arbor road, whose property abuts on 
the rear of Mrs. Jakobsen’s lots. 
He stated that he was not fully con- 
versant with all phases of the case 
because his work has kept him in the 
southern part of the state, but that 
he has developed his property at a

MP Pupil Injured 
At School Bus; 
Trucker Is Cited 


First injury to a Menlo Park pub- 
lic school pupil in a street crossing 
accident since the spring of 1948 oc- 
curred Monday afternoon when 
Kenneth Hadden, 5, was struck by a 
fruit truck while crossing Menlo 
avenue after leaving a school bus. 

Anton Zafferano, 61, driver of the 
truck, was cited by police for pass- 
ing a school bus which was discharg- 
ing passengers and for driving with- 
out an operator’s license. 

The accident occurred about 2:30 
p.m. when Driver Roy Griggs, 1240 
University avenue, stopped his bus 
on Menlo avenue at Crane street to 
discharge passengers. The child, 
upon leaving the school vehicle, 
crossed in front of it and stepped 
into the path of the truck, which 
was proceeding in the same direc- 
tion as the bus. 

The boy was taken to Menlo Med- 
ical Center by a passing motorist 
and was treated for abrasions on the 
right forehead, right eye, left elbow 
and left hand. 

Police said Zafferano was cited 
for having no drivers’ license when 
it was learned that he had been re- 
fused renewal of his license in 1945 
because of physical disability but 
had continued to drive.

PASSING SCHOOL BUSES 


On this page is a compilation of Menlo Park traffic arrests 
for moving violations the past week, showng a total of 191 that 
likely is an all-time record. On another page is a story of how 
a five-year-old kindergarten pupil was struck down and injured 
by a truck which passed a school bus stopped for unloading. 

These two reports point up one element that is uncontroll- 
able in traffic safety—-the human element. This onc factor 
can't be overcome by all the traffic enforcement, engineering 
and education that public and private agencies can carry on. 
Police may patrol the streets, experts lay out the finest of plans 
for traffic movement, and the theme of safety be pcunded 
home incessantly. But it all can go so far. 

The accident was the first injury to a Menlo Park -ublic 
school pupil since the spring of 1948, we are informed. 

State law and local ordinances require that motor vehicles 
halt back of a school bus which is loading or unloading Ve- 
hicles must not merely pause, they must remain stopped until 
the bus has resumed its movement i 


Any driver applying for 
an operator's license is expected to know that requirenen . 

The driver in this case not only passed the bus, but was 
operating without a driver's license, having been denied one 
four years ago, according to the accident investigation report 
of the police department. 

There is the human Outside of a wholesale, 
arbitrary stopping of motorists, there is no way for peace of- 
ficers to weed out unlicensed drivers. The public must depend 
for its safety on voluntary observance of the law. 

Disposition of the case resulting from this week’s accident 
should be interesting. It might well serve as a warning, or 
it could be construed as indication that such a violation is of 
little concern. 

We feel that a warning is needed. Superintendent Mel 
Homfeld informs us that passing of stopped school buses in 
the district is only too common and that it is surprising there 
have not been many more injuries.

IN THE CHRISTIAN SPIRIT 


A heartening example of how two groups interested in their 
community can ‘work together in solving a problem was an- 
nouncement this week that the Menlo Park First Baptist church 
will open up its new edifice for use of public school pupils.

Had the members turned down request of the school board 
to use church facilities, it might have been understandable. 
The church was comleted only recently, it is new and shining 
and it represents a considerable investment not only in con- 
struction but in maintenance. A congregation might well be 
reluctant to turn over part of saeh a structure to small children. 


Not so in this case. As Everett Carlson of the church board 
of deacons expressed it, ‘‘We were only too glad to help out.” 

As a result, two grades ‘holding half-day sessions at Fre- 
mont now will be able to meet in full-day classes at the church 
and double sessions will be eliminated. 

It was an action typifying a true community and Christian 
spirit. 


THE RAIL RATE BOOST 


The Menlo Park city council is expected to have before it 
next Tuesday night a communication asking council backing 
in a fight against Peninsula commute fare increases sought 
by the Southern Pacific. H.R. Whiting, a commuter who re- 
sides at 1187 Middle avenue, has announced his intention to 
seek a council resolution opposing an increase. 


The request will pose a problem. It already is before Red- 
wood City councilmen, who were divided’ as to whether they 
should intervene. That council has formed itself into'a com- 
mittee for study before taking any action. 


Without going into merits or demerits of the Southern Pa- 
cific request, there is little question of propriety of a council 
intervening in a matter it decides affects the welfare of the 
entire city. The problem is in making such a decision. 

~Council already has determined to intervene in a request 
for rate increases by another utility . . .-the California Water 
Service company. The situation is somewhat different in this 
instance because the city government itself is vitally con- 
cerned as one of the company’s major customers.

> Progress 
Reviewed

A progress report on high school 
affairs is now in order, as we have 
not given an accounting of them in 
this column for sometime. 

Most important to the Menlo Park 
area is the progress of our local high 
school. Since the acquisition of the 
4l-acre site at Middlefield road and 
Ringwood avenue last May, the ar- 
chitects, Janssen and _ Daseking, 
have been working with the ad- 
ministration and the faculty of Se- 
quoia in the preparation of plans. 

The designing of the first 8v0- 
student unit of an ultimate 1500- 
student high school is a major 
undertaking, for not only must it 
be determined what courses are 
to be given and how many class- 
rooms are _ required for’ these 
courses, but each classroom must 
be designed to provide the most 
modern facilities for teaching the 
respective courses. The layout of 
the buildings on the site also re- 
quires careful study. 

We have behind us now the site 
utilization plan and the prelimin- 
ary working drawings of the school. 
Both have been approved by the 
state agencies through which we 
must go. Work is now proceeding 
on the final working drawings. 
When these are completed, they 
must be submitted to the state for 
checking and final approval. It is 
not always predictable how long the 
state will hold such plans before 
completing the check, but we be- 
lieve that we will be able to main- 
tain our schedule which calls for 
putting the plans out for bids by 
January 1, and completion of con- 
struction by next September 1. 

Meanwhile the Board is prepar- 
ing to select an architect for the 

San Carlos-Belmont plant. Care- 

ful consideration has been given 

to the qualifications of five firms, 
and I am convinced that we would- 

n’t go wrong with any of them. 

The Board must weigh the special 

considerations of each case, and 

make a hard decision shortly so 
that the long planning period re- 
quired for the northern school will 
not be rushed. This school, to be 
of equal size with the Menlo Park 
plant, is scheduled for opening in 

September of 1951. 

The election for two seats on the 
Sequoia high school board of trus- 
tees last May was hotly contested. 
However, the two new members to- 
gether with the holdovers are work- 
ing together in a fine manner which 
points toward a year of constructive 
accomplishment. The board is cer- 
tainly as hard working a group as 
can be found, meeting once, twice 
and even three times a week since 
July 1, and seldom adjourning before 
midnight. 

The board is sincerely engaged in 
a program to prevent the misunder- 
standings that engulfed teachers, 


students, administrators and board 
‘members last year, and I believe 
from all I have seen that our efforts 
will meet with success.

Over twenty years ago, the Congress of the 
United States passed the Railway Labor Act. 
It was hailed by union leaders as a model 
for the settlement of labor disputes. 


HE LEADERS of the Brotherhood of 

Locomotive Engineers, Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen, 
Order of Railway Conductors, and the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen on the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad have refused to 
avail themselves of the peaceful means 
provided by this Act for settling their dis- 
putes. They insist that they be the sole 
umpire of their own disputes over the 
meaning of contracts. 


Provisions of the Law which 
are Disregarded * 


There are five ways under the Railway 
Labor Act to settle disputes over the mean- 
ing of contracts: 
1—Decision by National Railroad Ad- 
justment Board. a 
2— Decision by System Adjustment 
Board for the specific railroad. 
3— Decision by arbitration. 
4—Decision by neutral referee. 
5— Decision by courts. 
The Missouri Pacific Railroad has been 
and is entirely willing to have these dis- 
putes settled in accordance with the re- 
quirements of the Railway Labor Act. 
Regardless of this fact, the union leaders 
have shut down that railroad. 


President Truman’s Board 
Condemns Strike 


There is an established legal method for 
handling disputes involving existing writ- 
ten contracts—just as there is such a 
method of settling any contract dispute 
which you may have in your daily life. 

The President of the United States ap- 
pointed a Fact Finding Board to investi- 
gate and adjust the Missouri Pacific dis- 
pute. This Board reported, in part, as 
follows: 


Innocent Bystanders Suffer 
Losses and Hardships . % 


There are about 5,000 engineers, firemen, 
conductors and trainmen on the Missouri 
Pacific. They are known as “operating”’ 
employes, and are the most highly paid of 
all employes on the nation’s railroads, but 
their strike action has resulted in the loss 
of work to 22,500 other employes of the 
Missouri Pacific. In addition, they have 
imposed great inconvenience and _ hard- 
ship upon the public and the communities 
served by that railroad. 

The Railway Labor Act was designer, 
to protect the public against just such in- 
terruptions of commerce. : 

If these men will not comply with the provisions 
of the law for the settlement of such disputes, 
then all thinking Americans must face the ques- 


There is no Need for Strikes 


With all of the available methods for the 
interpretation of contracts, there is no 
need for a strike or even a threat of a 
strike, but the leaders of these railroad 
unions have ignored the ordinary pro- 
cedures established by law and insist upon 
imposing their own interpretations of their 
contracts by means of a strike. 

The wheels have stopped rolling on the 
Missouri Pacific. They may stop rolling 
on other railroads at any time. Recently 
the Wabash Railroad was forced to dis- 
continue operation for several days under 
similar circumstances. 


What are These Strikes About? 


“. .. it is with a deep sense of regret that we 
cre obliged to report the failure of our mis- 
sion. It seems inconceivable to us that a 
coercive strike should occur on one-of the 
nation’s major transportation systems, with 
all of the losses and hardships that would 
sollow, in view of the fact that the Railway 
Labor Act provides an orderly, efficient and 
complete remedy for the fair and just set- 
tlement of the matters in dispute. Griey- 
ances of the character here under discussion 
are so numerous and of such frequent occur- 
rence on all railroads that the general adop- 
tion of the policy pursued by the organiza- 
tions in this case would soon result in the 
complete nullification of the Railway Labor 
Aet. Bs

cost of more than $50,000 and wished 
to protect his investment. 

The building of rental units on 
the rear of the Jakobsen lot would 
result in loss of privacy and subse- 
quent loss to him of one of the main 
attractions of his home which, he 
said, had not been purchased and 
developed for speculation but for a 
place to live. 

His protest was followed by that 
of Sanford Hyams of 1201 Johnson 
avenue, who said that the area was 
built up by property owners who aid 
not want a “giorified motor court” 
in their midst. 

J. J. Graham, 1241 University 
drive, said: 

“We property owners are getiing 
kind of disgusted with “spot re- 
zoning.” He cited the recommend- 
ed rezoning of University’ drive 
property belonging to Wallace H. 
Brown as “an example of rezon- 
ing over the expressed wishes of 
the property owners in the area,” 
and stated that he wished mem- 
bers of the planning commission 
would “sho wsome backbone” in 
denying such requests. 

A map drawn up by Building In: 
spector J. D. Steiger, showed that 
Mrs. Jakobsen’s lot was surrounded 
by protesting property owners. 

Mrs. Jakobsen said that she 
thought some of the protests were 
unfair in that they were by persons 
owning 5000 square foot lots who 
wanted to force her to maintain her 
20,000 foot zoning in order to keep 
up property values. 

Planning commissioners adjourn- 
ed briefly to study the map, after 
which they held that the area was a 
‘poor zcning risk” in that lots were 
split between two zones.
